WANTS TO FIGHT IN A CAGE 


PROOF OF SPAIN'S WORK, 


Havana Harbor Planted Full of Mines 


Procured in England. 


London, April 5.—The details obtalnel 


by the Associated Press of the manufac- 
ture of submarine mines In London far 
Spain, were first broagbt to the attention 
of the United States embassy and were 
cabled to the Associated Press March 5.

WE MAKE INDIGO NOW. 


Ome ot tbe Principal Indn»trl« of 


K»«t India In Peril. 


Chemical experiments which had in 


view the production of artificial indigo, 
and which, consequently, threatened 
U> extinguish a {jreat East India indus- 
try, have been in progress for years, 
but they have only recently reached 
a stag-c where this product can be ob- 
tained cheaply enough to compete with 
the old article commercially. 


There was a time when in central Ger- 


many a Jarire quantity of indigx) was 
mamifiicturetl 
from 
a home-grown 


plant. But for some reason the indigo 
plant of East India yielded n much 
larffi-v proportion of dye than this oic, 
and after a century or two, in spite of 
protective legislation and the promises 
of European manufacturers to use only 
the domestic indigo, the Germans aban- 
doned the further production of the 
latter. It now looks as if East India 
were about to experience a similar fate. 
At the present time her indigo indus- 
try yields her several millions of dollars. 
She furnishes the calico printers, of the 
whole world with dyestuff. 


Chemistry has found it a much easier 


task to take a substance apart than to 
put it together again. Countless os- 
ccnces and extracts have been anal3-zed, 
and their exact composition learned. 
Careful lists have been made, showing 
the precise proportion in which 
the 


atoms of carbon, hydrogen and oxygen 
go together in these compounds. 
But 


when the chemist attempts to build up 
i>ne of these substances from its ele- 
ments he often discovers that 
they 


won't combine. 


Already several perfumes of flowers 


have been exactly imitated by this 
method, and 30 years ago, after 45 years' 
Df experiment, a cheap way of getting 
the coloring principle of inndder, a 
beautiful red dye, out of coal tar wfis 
found. Since (hat time it has not been 
proiitablc to raise the madder plant. 
The possibility of man's putting to- 
gether the ingredients which nature 
employs in making the essential part 
of indigo, and in precisely the same 
proportions, was demonstrated a long 
time ago. And "synthetic chemistry" 
has since been studying the problem 
of cheapening the process, so that it 
might be placed on a commercial basis. 


A German house, the Bndische Ani- 


tin nnd Soda Fabrik, of LudvrigEhafcn- 
on-the-Ehine, has within a few months 
placed on the maiket an almost pure 
indigo blue at a price so very near that 
of the East India article that a formida- 
ble competition is at last threatened. 
It should be observed that the indigo 
plant yields, in addition to the blue 
principle (indigo tin) a red dye. The 
manufacturing chemists have thus far 
got only the blue dye. Moreover, it is 
alleged that the system of treating 
the East India plant now in vogue does 
not extract all of cithcrprinciple which 
exists (here. Improved methods of 
manufacture mny perhaps cheapen the 
natural article a little more. 


It is too soon, therefore, to predict 


the complete downfall of the intligo 
business of the east. But it is certain- 
ly in greater peril to-day than ever be- 
fore.—X. Y. Tribune.

Earthquake effects on tall buildings 


lin'.e ahvavs been matters of interested 
Apeeiilation. The nathe hut in the 
^alny archipelago is the one building 
lhat is never injured by an earthquake. 
its construction closely resembles the 
..tee! skeleton iu its general engineer- 
ing pi ineijilcs. Posts are set in the 
ground and the skeleton framework' is 
r.ll notched and i.isln d together. 
The 


exterior i:> sinijth a covering to keep 
out llv Hvntl-er. The steel skeleton is 
much like a 1 ird -aiic. Omly riveted to- 
gether at eiery joint, so that the shak- 
ing of an earthquake might shake ofE 
some of the exterior Tunsonry. but could 
not injure the building nor its inhab- 
itants. 


In building in an earthquake coun- 


try special precautions should betaken 
whereby any injury, cither external or 
internal, could be entirely avoided, and 
one of these tall buildinfjs would he 
as safe as the middle of a ten-acre lot. 
The extra earthquake precautions are 
neither difficult nor expensive. They 
consist in putting in additional ribs in 
the partitions and external walls to 
which the masonry is firmly anchored. 
In such a building all the partitions 
should be of concrete, with steel rods 
'.mbedded in it. — Casser's Magazine.

FISHING FOR SHARKS. 


It !• F.xcltlnR Sport to Land the Ter- 


rible Monster* 


Although it is possible that it would 


not find favor with the devotees of 
[zaak Walton's gentle art, shark fish- 
Ing has much to recommend it to lovera 
of sport. Those who have indulged in 
it, In Australia or elsewhere, declare it 
tc be a most exciting poetime and by 
no means an unprofitable one, seeing 
S-hata reward is paid by the government 
for every shark killed. 


Ordinary rowing boats are the craft 


employed by the angler, or rather hunt- 
er, and the line used is a strong cor'! 
about half the thickness of a man's lit- 
(tle finger. The end to which the hook 
Is attached consists of a chain or piece 
of stout wire, to prevent the shark from 
biting through the line and escaping. 
The bait most ncccptablp to the palates 
of thc^e cannibalistic beasts is 
the 


liver of one of their own Liml. In ad- 
dition, when possible, a Fmn'Il shark 
should be captured and the oil squeezed 
from its lUer and allowed to fn!I upon 
the water. This naturally spreads o^er 
a considerable area and attracts the 
sharks to 1he spot. As soon as the bait 
is taken the sportsmen begin to haul 
in the line. 
This is an easier matter 


than would be expected, for the shark 
makes little or no i-esktance until quite 
close to the boat. 


Then comes a sudden plunge and the 


brute flies through the water at n great 
pace. The only course is to allow the 
long line ot be run out until the fish is 
tired, when it is again piillcd in. Tins 
process is repeated until the creature 
i" completely exhausted and can be 
dispatched. The coup <le grace i» gen- 
erally administered by moans of a 
rifle bullet. The shark, hoi\e\er, must 
be dragged wall to the surface before 
the gun is discharged, for it js useless 
to fire through more than two inches 
of water. 


The befct way of tiring a shark is to 


fasten an empty oil drum to the free 
end of the line. This is thrown over- 
board as soon as the *hark makes his 
first rush. 
The oil drum, of course, 


floats on the surface, and is followed by 
the boat until the shark has been com- 
pletely tired out. 
The line is then 


taken on board and the exhausted ani- 
mal pulled m and killed in the way de- 
scribed above. 


It will thus be seen that shark fishing 


is by no means wanting in excitement, 
nnd those who indulge in it have the 
additional satisfaction of knowing that 
they are d-oinga public service inassist- 
ingin exterminatingthcsc pests. Shark 
accidents to bathers arc mercifully few, 
but when they do occur they are gen- 
erally of so ghastly a nature as to jus- 
tify any means taken to make war upon 
these terrible monsters of the deep.— 
London Mail.

the wdr'.d, nnd wherever he goes there 
is r.o lack of social life for himself and 
his wife. 
They have more invitations 


ashore than they can accept, and they 
entertain guests aboard the ship, which 
is indeed their floating home; but that 
they do not forgetjheir home ashore 
may easily he imagined from the fact 
that the ship's mame is made up in 
part of the name of the captain's home 
town.—N. Y. Sun.
